There are a thousand and one 
ways. 
All the government would 
have, to do would b e *o adopt this 
policy and then pursue it in all 
possib le democratic ways 
The development of methods to 
encourage 
private 
spending 
in 
slack b usiness times, and discour­ 
age it in times of plenty, could 
rest primarily on tax ation 
.Special 
allowances 
could 
b e 
granted for constructive ex pendi­ 
tures such as home b uilding, home 
improvement and 
b usiness plant 
ex pansion when the national in­ 
come has dropped b elow a cer­ 
tain figure. 
Special ex tra tax es could go into 
effect, tending to retard 
b oom- 
like b usinesses, when national in­ 
come rises ab ove a certain fig­ 
ure. 
In fact, th*> whole structure of 
( income tax ation could he geared 
to promoting a b alanced economic 
flow. 
Income and other tax rates 
could autom atically rise a certain 
percentage tor every correspond­ 
ing decline.

Their natural tendency is to ex ­

ning directly, m addition to tax 
lures. 
The pub lic

When you get to Anzio 
you w aste no time getting off the 
b oat, for you have b een feeling 
pretty much like a clay pigeon in 


r shooting gallery. 
But after a 
few hours in Anzio you wish you 
were b ack on the b oat, for you 
could hardly describ e b eing ashore 
as any haven of peacefulness. 
Ae 
wh came into the harb or, 
shells skipped the w ater within a 
hundred yards of us. 
In our tirsl day ashore, a b omb 
ex ploded so close 
to the 
place 
where I was sitting that a frag­ 
m ent cam e through the window 
of the room nex t to mine. 
On our second evening ashore 
a scream er slammed into the hill 
so suddenly that it almost knocked 
us down with fright. 
It smacked 
into the trees a short distance 
away.
